There were a few cat fishermen’s camps on the lake, 
but the only settlement of any, kind, on or near the lakeshore, 
was at Tantie, now Okeechobee City. 
Upon returning home, Dr. Will, in a letter dated February 
8, 1910, wrote to Editor Brown, The News, St. Augustine, as fol- 
lows: — 
'On the occasion of my recent call at your office you will 
remember that you told me I might, had I known it, have driven 
from Lake Okeechobee, by ox-cart to the east coast. I have a 
friend, likely to visit Florida soón and become largely interested 
in lands in that state, who desires to make this trip." 
This letter had been forwarded to the editor of the St. Lucie 
County Tribune, Mr, A. K. Wilson, who replied in part: — 

* — would advise that there is ample opportunity to come 
from Lake Okeechobee to Ft. Pierce by ox-cart, as such teams| 
come in almost weekly. 

"Henry or Jerry Hancock or Peter Raulerson would bring 
your party if at any time they applied at their homes at Tantie 
postoffice on Taylor's Creek, at the northern end of Lake Okee- 
chobee, about two miles east from where the Kissimmee river 
empties into the Lake. If they were otherwise engaged they 
would secure someohe to bring the party. It is not necessary 
rt, as most of the people out there have horse 
d only use ox-cart for heavy loads.”

Henry H. Hancock 


One of the three settlers referred to above was Judge Henry 
H. Hancock who died in Okeechobee in January 1951, and re- 
garding whom the following newspaper account is of interest:— 
“Schools were closed Tuesday during the funeral of the man 
who established the first school in "the bend” as this area was 
known at the turn of the century. 

"He also served as a justice of the peace in three counties 
without ever moving: his office. 

Judge Henry H. Hancock, 88, who was later the first county 
judge of Okeechobee county, wás buried Tuesday. 
ing families in 1901 had no schools and Judge Hancock persuaded 
a young lady, Tantie Huckabee, to come to the isolated cattle 
country to teach the youngsters. Judge Hancock later served 
two terms as superintendent of schools,"

that when a postoffice was established it was named in her 
honor, and the settlement on Taylor's Creek rejoiced in the 
rame of Tantie.

Unemployment benefits rose 
by 17% during March, but re- 
mained well below the year- 
ago level, reports James T. Vo- 
celle, head of the Florida In- 
dustrial Comniission, in a state- 
ment released this week. 

Last month the state paid out 
$654,779 to jobless Floridians 
who were out of work through 
no fault of their own. This was 
$28,200 below March of 1956. 
Belle Glade and Key West 
employment service offices paid 
out the least of all other offices 
throughout the state during 
that month. 

Key West paid $1,594 up $32 
over February. Belle Glade's 
office paid out $1,701 up $515 
over February.

IT IS UNLAWFUL FOR ANY PERSON OR PERSONS 
TO ENGAGE IN BUSINESS UNDER A BUSINESS 
NAME UNLESS THE NAME IS REGISTERED 


The law reads as follows: 


~ 


“Tt shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the 
county where the principal place of business is, which registra- 
tion shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit 
signed by all interested persons, stating under oath the names 
of all those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of 
the interest of each, and the fictitious name under which said 
business is carried.on. Said registration may not be made until 
the person or persons desiring to engage in business under a ficti- 
tious name shall have advertised his or their intention to register 
said fictitious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive 
weeks in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where 
said registration is to be made, ahd said registration shall not 
be accepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiv- 
ing proof of such publication.” 


As interpreted’ by attorneys, a person may engage in busi- 
ness under his own name, (such as JOHN JONES), but if he uses 
any business name, (even such as JOHN JONES’ FISH MAR- 
KET) he is required to register the name with the clerk of the 
@iveult court in his county, and to advertise the name and own- 
ership of his business.
